Rapid Turnover Limiting Most GC 
e School Directors To Single Terms 

With an average age of not quite 36, the 
Granite City school board may well be one of the 
youngest ever elected. It also may have set a rec¬ 
ord for fast turnover of board members: 24 have 
served in the seven positions since the unit district 
1 was created in 1950, including 19 in the past seven 
’ years and I 5 of those in the past five years, 
f Although he has served in the local school 

system only four and a half years, Supt. Kaiser al- 
s ready is working with a completely different board. 
Not a single one of the seven men who hired him 
remains. 

The turnovef is not necessarily a loss in itself, 
s for the board at all times must reflect the majority 
thinking of the public. At the same time, the former 
members—like the present board—include among 
3 their number outstanding school directors. 

The fact that some left the board or were de- 
i feated had little or nothing to do with their com- 

^ petency or, in some cases, even the specific stands 

they took. Exercising their right to make mistakes. 
' voters on occasion have acted on the basis of 

‘ misconceptions and misinformation, just as they 

also sometimes act-with great wisdom. 

Such frequent changes in board membership, 
with most serving only the minimum of three years, 

1 cannot help but have an unsettling influence on the 
entire system. Pressures behind some of the changes 
also can do harm as well as good. 

The situation places added responsibility on 
the administrator, to aid the board in reaching 
sound policy decisions, and on the board members, 
to frankly recognize their comparative lack of 
board experience and make sure they are on firm 
ground before deciding which past practices to dis¬ 
card and which to retain. 

Accidental Poisoning Kills 40 
Illinois Youngsters Each Year 

One of the saddest stories that can be written 
is the death of a small child who has accidentally 
poisoned himself by consuming medicine, house¬ 
hold preparations, a pesticide or a cleaning fluid. 
Yet, on the average, this occurs 40 times each year 
in Illinois, with another 18,000 non-fatal cases an¬ 
nually in the state. 

There are more than 250,000 toxics on the 
market today and the number is rising by 5000 a 
year, Dr. Norman Rose, chief of the State Health 
Department's poison control division, -says in de¬ 
scribing countless containers in. the home as being 
as dangerous as "loaded guns. 

"Parents simply must learn to keep them out 
of reach of their children." Dr. Rose warns in 
pointing to an upward trend in poisoning cases 
among those under five years of age. particularly 
in the 18-month to 30-month range. He also calls 
! for prompt treatment in suspected cases, warning 
that there are “few specific antidotes once posion
